pated in providing the number necessary 
for the combat units as well as the num-

Gen. Lassiter Reports 
on Reserve Needs 


AJ. GEN. WILLIAM LASSITER, 
U.S.A., Assistant Chief of Staff, in 
hig annual report outlines a very 

broad policy for the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. He declares that there should be 
a especial category of Reserve officers for 
the Regular Army, and that the National 
Guard should be provided with Reserve 
officers. Incidentally, he states that 30,- 
000 Reserve officers have been assigned to 
On this subject 
he says: 

“The Officers’ Reserve Corps comprises 
at present about 67,000 officers. 

“Attention has heretofore been concen- 
trated on getting assigned to the Organ- 
ized Reserves the quota of Reserve officers 
needed for that component of the Army. 
Now that approximately 30,000 Reserve 
officers have been assigned, or attached, to 
the Organized Reserves, plans are being 
studied for building up a reserve system 
for the Regular Army and National Guard, 
so that these components may be promptly 
expanded from their very low peace 
strength to the necessary war strength in 
time of emergency. 


Appropriations for R.0.T.C. 


HAT the program for the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps must be curtailed 
unless the corps receives more liberal sup- 
port from Congress, is the statement made 
by Maj.

“The R.O.T.C. embraces two categories ; 
that is, senior units, maintained in col- 
leges and universities; and junior units, 
maintained in high schools and prepara- 
tory schools. During the past year there 
were 57,419 students in the senior divi- 
sion and 38,523 in the junior division, or 
95,942 in all. The senior division is sub- 
divided into the group of ‘basic’ students, 
comprising those in the freshmen and 
suphomore classes, and ‘advanced’ students, 
comprising those in the junior and senior 
classes. During the past school year there 
were 8,194 taking the advanced course. 
The size of this latter course is a measure 
of the number of Reserve officers to be at- 
tained from the system, since it is neces- 
sary for the young man to complete the 
four-year course in order to get a commis- 
sion. It is accordingly important to see 
that available funds are apportioned so as 
to insure the steady upbuilding of the class 
of advanced students. 

“It is necessary, also, to keep in mind 
that the large number of young men who 
fail for any reason to complete the R.O. 
T’.C. course and receive a Reserve commis- 
sion constitute nevertheless a valuable mil- 
itary asset. Studies are being made with 
a view to encouraging these young men to 
identify themselves with units of the Na- 
tional Guard or of the Organized Reserves. 

“The R.O.T.C. has developed into a very 
valuable agency for training large numbers 
of young men and it is necessary to study 


Need of Training Areas.

BILL TO ABOLISH ARMY 
AND NAVY TRANSPORTS. 


PROVISION has been slipped into the 

Ship Subsidy bill which authorizes the 
President to abolish the Army and Navy 
Transport Services. It has attracted very 
little attention in the general discussion of 
the bill and unless the friends of the Ser- 
vice become active it may become a law 
without attracting any attention. The 
provision reads: 

“Whenever in the judgment of the Pres- 
ident adequate transportation facilities to 
meet any or all of the needs of the Army, 
Navy or Marine Corps are afforded by ves- 
sels registered, or enrolled and licensed, 
under the laws of the United States he 
may direct the discontinuance in whole or 
in part of the ‘Transport Service of either 
the Army or the Navy and transfer to the 
board or place out of commission any of 
the vessels now or hereafter engaged in 
either of such services. Whenever such 
disposition is made the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy respectively 
are authorized and directed to enter into 
contracts with owners of vessels registered, 
or enrolled and licensed, under the laws of 
the United States for such transportation 
as may be required by the Army, the Navy 
or the Marine Corps, respectively. Such 
contracts may be for a term of ten years. 
The board shall furnish whatever assist- 
ance may be necessary in the making of 
such contracts. There is hereby author- 
ized to be appropriated such sums as are 
necessary to meet the payments required 
under such contracts.” 


Private Lines Cannot Meet Military Demands. 


A CAREFUL reading of the provision 

will make it apparent that the abolish- 
ment of the Army and Navy Transport 
Services will be far from being assured if 
this becomes a law. The military and 
naval authorities will be given an oppor- 
tunity to show that private lines cannot 
furnish the service required for the Army 
and Navy. Both the Army and Navy must 
have transports specially fitted which will 
be available for minor emergencies in 
Mexico and Central America without go- 
ing to the trouble of chartering private 
ships. They must be fully equipped to 
carry troops, which no merchantman is in 
time of peace. 


Merchant Vessels Not Suited for Transports. 


SIDE from this, merchant ships are 

not equipped to carry enlisted per- 
sonnel. It would be too expensive for the 
Government to purchase cabin space for 
enlisted men of the Regular Army and 
Navy, and they would not be provided for 
as well in these ships as they are in Gov- 
ernment transports. Merchant ships could 
not afford to give the Services the same 
accommodations that they receive in trans- 
ports without an expense that would be 
prohibitive. The authors of this provision 
in the ship subsidy bill simply do not un- 
derstand the conditions in the Services, 
and it is doubtful whether any President 
will ever assume the responsibility of put- 
ting it into effect. 

The most objectionable feature of the 
provision is that it creates an uncertainty 
as to the status of the Transport Services 
of the Army and Navy.

UNITED SHOE MACHINERY CORPORATION 
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URSUING its policy of last year, the 

Appropriations Committee submitted to 

the House on Dec. 13 the Naval Appro- 
priation bill with a twenty-page report 
and a volame of hearings consisting of 794 
pages. On the following day the House 
was asked to consider the bill and act on 
matters vitally affecting the defenses of 
the country. 

Although the treaty of Nov. 12, 1921, 
for limitation of naval armament has not 
yet been ratified, the committee appealed 
to the President to call another confer- 
ence. This conference, the committee rec- 
ommends, should extend the limitation to 
other war vessels than the capital ships. 
The program, if carried out, would result 
in further limitations of armament on the 
part of the United States, while other na- 
tions might proceed with their activities. 

The total appropriations for the Navy 
reported by the committee were $293,806,- 
588 against the budget estimates of $294,- 
803,975. The committee shaved the budget 
approximately a million dollars, despite 
the fact that it was made plain that the 
judget Bureau reduced all of the esti- 
mates toa minimum. The Secretary of the 
Navy and all of the officers who testified 
before the committee emphasized this fact. 
The Secretary and the bureau chiefs dwelt 
on it at considerable length in their annual 
reports. 


Some Embarrassing Limitations. 


Tue bill contains some embarrassing and 

perplexing provisions in the form of 
limiting the purposes for which appropria- 
tions can be expended. One of the pro- 
visions reads: 

“No part of any appropriation made for 
the Navy shall be expended for any of the 
purposes herein provided for on account of 
the Navy Department in the District of 
Columbia, including personal services of 
civilians and of enlisted men of the Navy, 
except as herein expressly authorized; pro- 
vided, that there may be detailed to the 
Bureau of Navigation not to exceed at any 
one time thirty-four enlisted men of the 
Navy.” 

The apparent purpose of this provision 


SPECIAL committee to investigate

Fish Bill and Others te be Considered. 


Iz is understood that not ouly the Fish 

bill providing for 25-year retirement for 
enlisted men, but the Bursum bill provid- 
ing for retirement of disabled emergency 
officers, will be referred to the special 
committee. The resolution. classifies re- 
tainer pay for the Naval Reserve as re- 
tired pay and specifically directs that the 
Special committee make recommendations 
with regard to this. The whole question 
of retired pay for the six Services will be 
gone into if this special committee is au- 
thorized by the passage of the resolution. 
While April 1, 1923, is fixed for the time 
to report on the measure, it is planned to 
have the report ready to be submitted at 
the beginning of the next Congress in 
March, 1923. This may result in a delay 
in the consideration of the Fish bill, but 
it is a practical assurance that there will 
a revision of the laws for the retire- 
efit of enlisted men of the Army included 
1a general bill for the Services. The bill 
will also affect the retainer pay for the 
Naval Reserve Force, or at leust there will 
be propositions advocated to this effect. 
ere are a number of propositions in a 
















formulative stage affecting ihe retirement 
or retired pay of commissioned officers, all 
of which will come up before the special 
tom mittee. 


is to prohibit the employment of yeomen 
in the Navy Department to assist the cler- 
ical help. The question has been raised as 
to whether the Comptroller General would 
not construe it to prohibit the use of the 
appropriations for the pay of officers of 
the Navy and Marine Corps who are serv- 
ing in the department. Judged by some 
of the opinions of the Comptroller, only 
thirty-four enlisted men would be entitled 
to pay while they are serving in the de- 
partment. 

V’ractically all of the appropriations for 
the bureaus excepting the Bureau of Navi- 
gation and the Bureau of Aeronautics, are 
pared. There is a cut of $20,000 in the 
pay for miscellaneous officers of the Navy. 

One of the most serious reductions is 
the cut in the appropriations of $19,000 
under the head of naval records of the 
World War. The budget provided $19,000 
for this purpose. Unless the Senate re- 
stores this item it will mean the ultimate 
loss of valuable records which are now in 
the process of collection. These records 
are also valuable for the prosecution of 
claims by the United States and for the 
defending of this Government against 
claims. Data of this nature is being called 
for constantly involving millions of dol- 
lars. From this source is being furnished 
at the present data for both the Shipping 
Board and the Veterans’ Bureau. 


Shore Stations Well Treated. 


HE shore stations and navy yards were 
treated rather generously by the com- 
mittee. Increases over the budget of $50,- 
000 were made for Newport, R.I., and the 
same amount for the Great Lakes Training 
Station. There is an increase from $750,- 
000 to $1,500,000 for Mare Island and an 
appropriation of $330,000 for the San 
Diego Naval Training Station. No ap- 
propriation was made for the Marine 
Corps Supply Base at San Francisco. The 
price of Marine Corps rations is increased 
from 38 cents to 45 cents. There is a cut 
in retainer pay of the Naval Reserve of a 
million dollars, the amount carried being 
$3.000,000. 
Under Ordnance a cut of 


there was 


$476,000 in Ordnance arms stores and 
$550,000 for torpedoes. The committee 
refused to make any appropriations for a 
new fire control for the battleship Mary- 
land. The appropriations for fuel were 
reduced in the net about $500,000. ‘The 
pay for technical assistants in Yards and 
Docks is cut from $150,340 to $120,000. 
The item for increase in the Navy the 
committee reconimends be raised from wie 
000,000 to $51,000,000, of which $35,000,- 
000 comes from the Navy Supply Account. 


Personnel of the Navy. 


‘THE report says regarding the officer 
personnel : 


“There were on the active list of the 
Navy on Sept. 1.1922, 4,382 officers of the 
line and 1,978 officers attached to the vari- 
ous staff corps, a total of 6,360 officers. 
The appropriations proposed in this bill 
provide for 4,670 line officers and 1,945 
staff officers, a total of 6,615 officers, or an 
increase over the present number of 255 
officers. 

“Under existing law the Navy is enti- 
tled to have 5,499 officers of the line, this 
allowance being based on an _ enlisted 
strength of 137,485 men. On this basis. 
therefore, there is a shortage to-day of 
1,117 line officers, but on the legally pre- 
scribed proportion of line officers to men 
there is an excess of 942 line officers. 

“The Congress indicated at the last ses- 
sion, by refusing to limit the number of 
midshipmen comprising the last graduat- 
ing class who might be commissioned, that 
it was willing that there should be an ex- 
cess of line officers. For 2 Service so 
highly technical this is as it should be, the 
only question being how far the excess 
should be permitted to go. Based on past 
experience, it is the judgment of the Navy 
Department that if the present classes at

The introduction of the resolution will 
not be a surprise to those who have been 
watching the debates in Congress every 
time the Army and Navy appropriations 
came up for consideration. It will be nec- 
essary for the fricnds of the Services to 
justify the present rate of retired pay and 
a campaign of education along this line 
should be started immediately. The rela- 
tions between the efficiency and high 
standards of the Services and retired pay 
are not fully appreciated by Congress. In 
the extended hearings that will be con- 
ducted if the special joint committee is 
created, the Services will have an oppor- 
tunity to let Congress and the country 
know just what is the effect ot the hopes 
of retirement at the close of a long period 
of faithful service on the officers and men 
in the Service. 


Mr. Begg Explains Retired Men’s Case. 


ME: BEGG iusists that he does not in- 
tend to introduce the resolution in an 
unfriendly spirit against the Services. He 
however, thinks that there should be a 
revision of the retirement laws which, in 
his opinion, have been too hurriedly esact- 
ed. There are inequalities in them, and 
some of them place able-bodied officers and 
men on the retired list when they could be 
of service to the Government, according to 
the views of Mr. Begz. 

“IT am informed,” said Mr. Begg, “that 
officers are frequently placed on the re- 


tired list when they are willing and able 
to render the Government years of excel- 
lent service. You find the engaged ac- 
tively in the management of big concerns 
when they ought to be serving the Gov- 
ernment. I am a firm believer that offi- 
cers and men who have given the Gov- 
ernment excellent service should be taken 
care of during their unproductive years. I 
do not believe that after they have given 
all of their useful years to the Government, 
they should be separated from the Services 
without adequate retired pay. Retire- 
ment should be tased more upon physical 
disability than length of service. There 
are plenty of officers and men who are of 
great value to the Government even after 
thirty years of service. 

“But these are all questions which 
should be carefully considered in the in- 
vestigation if my resolution passes. I do 
not expect that any sensation will develop 
as a result of the investigation, but I am 
of the opinion thar the retirement laws can 
be revised in such a manner tbat the tax- 
payers will get more for their money and 
in some ways the Services will be more 
satisfactory to cflicers and men.”

ator, Representative and Delegate in Con- 
gress from five to three would just about 
maintain the line of the Navy around 
4,500, or about the present number. There 
is no doubt that this is an underestimate 
unless the Navy Department contiuues a 
liberal policy of permitting officers to re- 
sign, because, using the Navy Depart- 
ment’s experience figures, it would be en- 
tirely practicable for the lina strength to 
run well above 4,500. 

“Believing, however, that it is not the 
desire of the Congress to continue a course 
which in the end would give the number of 
line officers permissible on an _ enlisted 
strength of 137,485, or 2,059 in excess of 
the legally prescribed proportion of officers 
to the men now in the Service, the com- 
mittee is proposing in this bill a limitation 
on the appropriation ‘Pay of the Navy’ 
which will have the effect of reducing the 
number of appointments™’to the Naval 
Academy after the appeintees entering 
next year from five to three for each Sena- 
tor, Representative and Delegate in Con- 
gress, but leaving the number who may be 
appointed from the enlisted men of the 
Navy undisturbed. 


Enlisted Men. 


‘<7’ HE appropriations proposed in this bill 
are on the basis of continuing the en- 
listed strength at 86,000 men. On Sept. 
30, 1922, although the House voted 19,000 
more men than the committee proposed, 
there were but 52,538 men with the fleet, 
or but 2,538 more than the committee kad 
proposed; there were 10,463 men specific- 
ally assigned to shore billets, +r but 678 
more than the committee had proposed. 
The remainder, out of a tota'’ of 86,935 
men, or 23,754, are accounted for as fol- 
lows: Prisoners, 760; hospital patients 
1,841; recruits, 6,935; in transit, 3.301; 
shore-based submarine tenders, 2,116; 
naval district craft, 1.367; general detail,

TWO MIDSHIPMEN DROPPED 
FROM U.S.N.A. FOR HAZING. 


HE Navy Department announced on 

Dec. 11, the following action in the 
cases of midshipmen, who were charged 
with hazing. 

Mdsn. Bruce Robinson of Chandler, 
Ariz., and Stuart H. Hawkins of Spring- 
field, Mass., were tried by general court 
martial and found guilty of bazing. They 
were sentenced to be dismissed, which sen- 
tence was approved by the Secretary of 
the Navy and the President. 

Mdsn. Thomas J. Casey of Roxbury, 
Mass., Thomas E. Boyce of Mt. Vernon, 
Ind., and H. C. Fish of Bath, N.Y., were 
recommended by the Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy for dismissal, because of 
gross neglect «f duty, they being in charge 
of the tables at which the midshipme 
were hazed. ‘This recommendation wa’ 
modified by the Secretary of the Navy to 
that of being set back one class and the 
case was disnosed of on this basis. 

The President has before him for actiot, 
with recommendations for dismissal, the 
cases of two other midshipmen who, while 
not involved in hazing cases, have beer 
found guilty of infractions of the Academy 
rules. 

There are also four other cases against 
midshipmen which will be considered by 
the President soon. The recommendations 
with respect to them, resulting from the 
recent trials at Annapolis, have been ut- 
der consideration by Secretary Denby and 
the Judge Advocate General of the Navy.

As a result of this study authority 
has been given by The Adjutant Geuvral 
of the Army to equip machine guns with 
rear sights which are graduated in yards, 
Changes in existing sights will be made 
by the Ordnanee Department from time te 
time, according to the availability of funds 
for this purpose. 
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Admiral Moffett Reports 
on Navy Aeronautics 


EAR ADMIRAL WILLIAM A. MOF- 
FETT, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, in his annual report 
for the fiscal year of 1922, covers naval 
aviation in complete detail for the period 
from July 1, 1921, to June 80, 1922, al- 
though the Bureau of Aeronautics did not 
come into existence until Sept. 1, 1921. 
He deals with organization, personnel 
and the numerous activities, operations, 
experiments and accomplishments with air- 
craft and engines, etc., both on sea and 
land. The following are extracts from the 
report. 


Training Aviators. 


HE Bureau of Aeronautics has com- 

piled two stsndard syllabi—one for the 
training of naval aviators and naval avia- 
tion pilots and the other for the training 
of naval aviation observers. Rear Ad- 
miral W. A. Moffett was the first officer 
to take the observer's course. Five more 
officers have since been ordered to take 
this course. One hundred and eighty-eight 
officers and 1,621 enlisted men were trained 
during the year. 

The Bureau of Aeronautics has followed 
the policy of encouraging design and in- 
vention outside the naval service, but has 
taken great care to maintain a sufficiently 
expert design staff so that the Navy would 
never be entirely dependent upon or forced 
to accept only such designs as might be 
submitted by contractors. In the same 


way, while the procurement of aircraft is, 


normally handled by contract after com- 
petitive bidding, the war showed the neces- 
sity for controlling the production of a 
portion of the Navy’s requirements for 
aircraft, and the naval aircraft factory 
was created and has been maintained in 
an active but reduced operating status. 


Fighting and Torpedo Planes. 


UCCESSFUL efforts have been made 

during the year to develop a suitable 
fighting plane for the fleet which is small 
enough to be handled by ships, rapidly 
taken down and set up and provided with 
special arrangements for landing on the 
water and hoisting aboard. 

As to spotting and observation planes, 
experience in the Atlantic and Pacific 
fleets has furnished sufficient information 
to proceed with the design, development 
and construction of several types which 
should fulfil the requirements of the fleet. 
Some of these types are under construc- 
tien at the present time, and while it is not 
considered that they are out of the exper- 
imental stage, it is expected that sufficient 
data will be obtained from the testing of 
the types under construction to standardize 
a satisfactory type for fleet spctting work. 

The development of a suitable torpedo 
plane has proved extremely difficult in 
view of the necessity for obtaining a small 
and compact plane which will, neverthe- 
less, carry the standard torpedo. Five dif- 
ferent types of exprrimental torpedo 
planes have been constructed, and several 
of these types have been tested out not 
only by the trial board but also by the Ser- 
vice. One type has proven sufficiently sat- 
isfactory to warrant going into production, 
and it is expected that this type will be 
available for use in the Pacific Fleet and 
the Atlantic Fleet in 1925. 


Metal Planes. 


ADMIRAL MOFFETT shows the desir- 

ability of substituting metal for wood 
in the construction of airplanes, and while 
on this subject says in part: 

“In order to learn as much as possible 
of foreign metal construction, samples of 
aircraft were purchased for examination 
and study. These samples were delivered 
to the naval aircraft factory, and all air- 
craft manufacturers interested in metal 
construction were invited to inspect not 
only the foreign types of planes, but aiso 
the metal work being done at the aircraft 
factory in both heavier-than-air and lighter- 
than-air construction. Keen appreciation 
was shown of this opportunity, and many 
American manufacturers’ representatives 
inspected the planes and the metal work at 
the aircraft factory.” 


Aeronautical Engines. 


YPES of aeronautical engines have al- 
ready been developed, or are now in 
various stages of development, which wili 
meet all demands, and it is quite safe to 
say that by the end of the coming fiscal 
year we will have a complete line cf en- 
gines—developed entirely under Navy con- 
trol—_ which can compete successfully with 
the best engines in the world. ‘hese en- 
gines range in power from 60 horsepower 
to 700 horsepower and cover the require- 
ments for all types of airplanes, seaplanes 
and airships. . 
The only modern airship engine develop- 
ment which has been successfully accom- 


Dlished in this country has been accom- 
plished under Navy control. and with Navy 
funds. 


It is a fact that every American- 
tilt airship which has been flown in this 
‘ountry since the war has been equipped 
with engines which have been developed 
‘tirely under Navy controi and with 
Navy funds. There ‘have recently been 
tompleted and thoroughly tested under 
Navy control, and with Navy funds, two 


lew types of airship engines, which in per- 
formance, weight per horsepower. fue! econ- 
omy, dependability and Aurabil:ty are least 


equal to the best engines develcped in eny 
country in the world. 

The standard acceptance test for new 
types of aircraft engines has beon, in this 
country and still is in countrics abroad, a 
50-hour run. An engine recently built for 
the Navy has just completed a test of 300 
hours of running—six times as long as 
the usual acceptance tests. This is the 
first aircraft engine e¢ver built to coinplete 
so severe a test. As a result of informa- 
tion gained in this test and previous wun- 
successful attempts to measuve up to so 
high a standard it is confidextly expected 
that a number of other engines developed 
since the war to meet the requirements of 
the Navy will successfully complete similar 
tests. 


Some Navy Aeronautic Accomplishments. 


HE post-war record of the Navy in air- 
craft power-plant development stands 
as follows: 

The Navy has been responsible for the 
development of the only successful air- 
cooled engines of American manufacture 
that have yet been flown. 

The Navy has developed every success- 
ful engine of American manufacture which 
has been used in lighter-than-air craft. . 

The Navy has developed the only redue- 
tion gears for aircraft engines that have 
proved suecessful in fight operations. 

T'he Navy has been responsible for prac- 
tically all of the development thus far ac- 
complished toward the use of heavy oil 
engines in aircraft. 

A Navy-developed engine has recently 
passed the most severe duration test which 
has ever been completed by any aircraft 
engine, and Navy-developed engines have 
proved on test to have a greater operatirg 
life between overhauls and greater depen- 
dability than any other American-built «n- 
gines, and are at least equal in this regard 
to the best engines built abroad. 

The Navy has developed the largest air- 
craft power unit ever built, and bas «een 
first in the United States to succeed in 
gearing two or more aircraft engines to 
one propeller in a practical manner, 

The Navy has to-day a thoroughly devel- 
oped and proved type of engine for every 
class of naval aircraft service. with com- 
plete detailed production plans ond speci- 
fications for each type. The design of 
every type is an American development 
and is especially adapted to American 
quantity production methods. 


War Department and Army Air Service. 


NITED STATES ARMY Air Service 

has co-operated constantly with the 
Navy in the matter of training and sup- 
plying materials and data for training. 
Enlisted men were sent to Chanute Field 
for a course of parachute instruction, and 
in addition the training library of the 
Army Air Service has been put at the dis- 
posal of the Bureau of Aeronautics. 

A project for communal training be- 
tween the Army and Navy was taken up 
and seriously considered. The findings of 
the board, however. were not in accord 
with the proposal for the establishment of 
a joint Army and Navy aviation trainin 
school.

Industrial Preparedness 
for Wartime Munitions 


As a result of a conference arranged by 

Representative John Q. Tilson of Con- 
necticut, between Secretary of War Wee! 
and a number of large manufacturers, t 
foundation has been laid for an important 
development in industrial preparedness, by 
the furnishing by the Government of j 
dies and ganges to manufacturers who 
would be called upon in war to manufac- 
ture munitions. 

Mr. Tilson has been persistently advo- 
cating industrial preparedness along this 
line for years. e, ten or fifteen years 
before the war, introduced a Lill which was 
incorporated into the program of speeding 
up the war in 1917. Since the war, the 
activities of the Government in this direc- 
tion have ceased. ‘The jigs and dies made 
during the war have been stored, with no 
appropriations to keep then up to date. 
With improvement of the implements of 
warfare, it is contended by Mr. Tilson, 
these jigs and dies will be practically use- 
less in eight or ten years. 

Mr. Tilson renewed his efforts in this 
direction at a dinner which he gave on 
Dec. 11 to the Secretary of War and a 
number of large manufacturers, who have 
agreed to co-operate with him. On the 
following day the Secretary of War called 
on the Assistant Secretary of War and 
Brig. Gen. William §S. Peirce, Acting 
Chief of Ordnance. and_discussed the sub- 
ject with Mr. Tilson. They agreed that 
the first step would be to make a survey 
of the jigs, dies and gauges now in pos- 
session of the War Department; the Gen- 
eral Staff then to make a study of future 
needs for munitions. 

Mr. Tilson calls attention to the fact 
that during the war this Government was 
compelled to adopt the Lee-Enfield rifle de- 
spite the fact that the Springfield rifle 
was superior. With the proper system of 
jigs, dies and gauges, the American manu- 
facturers could have turned out the Spring- 
field rifle more rapidly than they did the 
English rifle. This is true not only of 
rifles, but of all other arms and munitions.

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Studies by Joint Board 


on the National Guard 


‘THE joint board of Regular Army and 
National Guard officers convened in 
Washington, having reviewed the reports 
submitted to it by the War Department, 
and having listened to the recommenda- 
tions of the adjutants general of most of 
the states, has not yet formulated its re- 
port. The board is making four distinct 
studies and for this purpose hag been di- 
vided into four committees. The first 
study naturally deals with the cost of 
maintaining the National Guard. The sec- 
ond is the man-power aspect of the prob- 
lem, the third is the mission of the Na- 
tional Guard and the fourth relates to the 
Reserve of the National Guard. 
The Various Problems. 

Following is an outline of the studies that 

are being made by the beard and the 
names of the sub-committees which have 
been assigned to the different problems: 

Financial Aspects of the Problem.— 
General Martin, Colonel Stewart, Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Clarke. 

(a) Federal appropriations required for the 
maintenance of the following strengths, for a 
period of years, including the purchase and 
manufacture of equipment when present sup- 
plies are exhausted: (1) $200,000; (2) $250,- 
000; (3) $300,000; (4) $350,000; (5) $400,000. 

(b) Can state appropriations be secured or 
counted upon which will insure the development 
of the strengths indicated in (a) above? 

Man-power Aspects of the Problem.— 
General Reckord, Colonel Smedberg, Colo- 
nel Rumbold. 

(a) What is the proper basis for apportion- 
ing the strength of the National Guard among 
the several states, territories and the District 
of Columbia? 

(b) What is the maximum average strength 
or ratio that can be reached, assuming that 
adequate appropriations are available? 

Bearing of the Mission of the National 
Guard on the Problem.—General Ward, 
Lieutenant Colonel Gulick, Lieutenant Col- 
onel Schoonmaker. 

(a) Conception of the mission of the National 
Guard under the act of June 3, 1916. 

(b) Under the act of June 4, 1920, and War 
Department policies. 

(c) Can the National Guard be developed as 
a dependable force, available for employment 
at peace strength, on “D’—as contemplated 
in Special Plan—Blue, ie., first line troops? 

(d) If the answer to (c) above is in the 
negative, what changes in the present policies, 
mission, etc., are desirable? 

Relation of the National Guard Reserve 
to the Active National Guard.—General 
Toombs, Major Hodges. 

(a) Has the National Guard Reserve as at 
present constituted any potential value for war 
expansion? 

(b) What arrangements, if any, should be 
made outside of voluntary recruitment and 
operation of the draft for bringing National 
Guard organizations from peace to war strength, 
including both officers and enlisted men? 


COMMISSIONS IN THE ARMY 
OF THE UNITED STATES. 


HE United States Infantry Journal in 

its December issue carries an article 
relative to commissions in the Army of 
the United States that will prove inter- 
esting to every National Guard officer. 

The point is made in the article 
that under an_ interpretation of the 
present law by the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral (which, by the way, is not concurred 
in by a number of Regular Army and Na- 
tional Guard officers), the National Guard 
officer, upon being called into Federal ser- 
vice, must function under a Reserve Corps 
commission, 

In the article referred to it is apparently 
assumed that there is no prospect of se- 
curing a different interpretation of the 
law from the Judge Advocate General and 
an argument is presented in favor of a 
change in the law whereby a National 
Guard officer may in time of peace be com- 
missioned directly into the Army of the 
United States. 

The writer of the article goes even fur- 
ther and recommends that the law be so 
changed as to permit a like commission to 
be given to officers in all three of the com- 
penente of the Army, the commissions be- 
ng so worded as to assign the officer to 
his peace time work in the particular 
branch commanding his serviccs. 

The great advantage of the plan sug- 

ted, so far as the National Guard officer 
s concerned, is that it does away with 
the necessity of the National Guard offi- 
cers’ having to enter the Army of the 
United States through the O.R.C. instead 
of directly from the National Guard ser- 


v itself. 

The editor of the Infantry Journal will 
welcome constructive comments on this 
subject.

DISTINCTLY new departure in Na- 

tional Guard activities has been inau- 
gurated by the 103d Engineers, 28th Di- 
vision, Pennsylvania N.G., through the es- 
tablishment of evening classes in practical 
civil engineering and in boiler design and 
construction for the officers and men of the 
regiment. These classes, attendance at

“As the National Guard class of 1922 
leaves the Field Artillery School at Fort 
Sill after three months of intensive study 
of the technical and tactical phases of its 
arm, every single member takes with him 
a new idea of service, and a sincere con- 
viction of the existence of a cordial spirit 
of co-operation between the Regular Army 
and the National Guard. 

“Fully as important as the exact in- 
struction is the belief that the Regular 
Army is ‘behind’ the Guard. The unfail- 
ing courtesy of school officials and instruc. 
tors’ staff, coupled with the adherence to 
a policy of instruction marked by the ab- 
sence of ‘trick’ examinations, has con- 
vineed the Guardsman that he, too, is a 
part of the Service. 

“Since reporting for duty on Sept. 15, 
the class has followed a schedule devoted 
solely to essentials. It has_ struggled 
through the intricacies of 430-85, and the 
Comptroller General’s decisions, emerged 
battered but smiling from the labyrinth of 
jumps along the bridle path, played pack 
mule for the orientation department, 
tracked sundry ‘gadgets’ through the gun 
room and waged a bloodless war upon the 
Texas Blues. 

“Each of its thirty-four members is go- 
ing back to his organization, not only with 
a working knowledge of his arm, bat im- 
bued with a new spirit of service and a 
desire to carry on the work.”

“All the members of this year’s class 
are veterans of the World War.

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Anthony, as Public Servant, 
Open to Criticism

The very foundation of the Government 
of the United States resis on the freedom 
of the citizen to criticise the public ects 
of public officials, and to demand from 
them explanations as to the reason why 
they have taken a particular stand on any 
question. 


Refuses to See Committee 


ONDAY of this week Mr. 

refused to give a hearing tv the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the tieserve Officers’ 
Association unless they ex:luded the chair- 
man of the committee, who is also the 
president of the association. [le based his 
action upon the fact that the chairman of 
the committee, as editor of the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNaL, had repeatediy attacked 
him through the columns of that paper. 

The Executive Committee of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association declined to be 
heard by Mr. Anthony’s committee unless 
the committee was headed by its chairman, 
who was also its spokesman. They did 
not question the right of Mr. Anthony’s 
sub-committee to hear or not to hear any 
delegation which might desire to come be- 
fore it. They insisted that neither Mr. 
Anthony nor his committee had the right 
to dictate as to the personnel of any dele- 
gation which might desire to come before 
it. They maintained that the attacks in 
the ARMY AND Navy JourNAL of which 
Mr. Anthony complained were attacks on 
his political acts and his attitude toward 
the principle cf national defense; attacks 
which any man in public life must expect. 
They considered that for Mr. Anthony to 
use his official position as a means to at- 
tempt retaliation was highly incorrect. 
They, therefore, declined to de heard. 

Mr. Anthony has been a member of Con- 
gress for a number of years. He cannot 
Profess ignorance of the attitude which a 
public man is expected to adopt. Mr. An- 
thony’s record, for many years, has shown 
him opposed, either in whole or in part, to 
a4 great number of measures which those 
most interested in national defense and 
most competent to speak upon national de- 
fense have furthered. Mr. Anthony is per- 
fectly free to adopt this attitude. 

In doing so he may represent the views 
of the majority of his constituents. As 
simply a member of Congress there can be 
ho objection to Mr. Anthony’s taking the 
harrow point of view of representing noth- 
mg more than his district. As a member 
of the Military Affairs Committee, to 
which he belonged for a number of years, 
and in his present position of chairman of 
the War Department sub-committee of the 
House Appropriations Committee, he rep- 
tesents more than his Congressional dis- 
trict in Kansas, in that he has to deal with

important questions affecting the whole 
United States. 


Open to Attack as Official 


S an individual Congressman, if his 

views on national defense are opposed 
to those of many others, he must expect 
attack ‘in a position of national impor- 
tance, such as he holds to-day. As long as 
he apparently persists in views whica a 
very large number of his fellow citizens 
consider inimical to the best interests of 
the country as a whole he must all the 
more expect attack. The more imporiani 
Mr. Anthony’s position becomes in Cuwun- 
gress, the more his public actions will be 
scrutinized, criticised and attacked by the 
opponents of his views on important ques- 
tions. 

Mr. Madden, the chairman of the House 
Appropriations Committee, whose attitude 
has been attacked on various occasions by 
the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, when the 
matter was, brought to his attention, did 
not hesitate to use his best efforts to per- 
suade Mr. Anthony that the proper course 
was to hear the Executive Committee of 
the Reserve Officers’ Association. 

The individual who cannot separate his 
official character from his private one has 
no place in the public life of this country, 
where, fortunately, the crime of lese 
majeste does not exist. 


Is Naval Competition 
Suspended? 


N his latest message to Congress the 
I President voiced the general belief pre- 

vailing in this country that “the un- 
derlying policy of limiting naval armament 
has the sanction of the larger naval pow- 
ers, submarines and other miscellaneous 
and that “the four-power pact .. : abol- 
ishes every probability of war in the Pa- 
cific’ and “has brought new confidence in 
a maintained peace.” 

Whatever suspension of naval competi- 
tion has been accomplished is limited to 
capital ships. But there are many exceed- 
ingly important elements of naval power 
besides the capital ship element. A navy 
comprising only one capital ship together 
with a large number of cruisers, destroy- 
eers, submarines and other miscellaneous 
auxiliary types, may easily be much more 
powerful than another navy of Several cap- 
ital ships which have only a few auxiliary 
combatant vessels to support them. This 
is fundamental. It is analogous to the case 
of an army with little heavy artillery but 
with a superabundance of infantry, ma- 
chine gun units, cavalry, trench mortars, 
light artillery, ete., being easily superior 
to a second army possessing many heavy 
guns but handicapped by a deficiency in all 
the other elements of land warfare. 


Restrictions Only on Battleships 


[ NHERENTLY it is impossible to sus- 

pend naval competition unless such sus- 
pension is applied to all of the principal 
elements of naval power. Since the Wash- 
ington Conference places restrictions upon 
the building of nothing else except capital 
ships and airplane carriers, a genuine and 
effective suspension of naval competition 
can be brought about only by a voluntary 
cessation of building in other types. We 
have set a conspicuous example. 

We have refrained from building a num- 
ber of destroyers and submarines contained 
in a pre-Conference program duly author- 
ized by Congress. ‘We have projected no 
new ships. Construction of auxiliaries is 
now going forward only in the case of a 
few vessels whore completion was well 
advanced when the Conference met. 

Japan Building Auxiliaries 
WE are not being followed in the Pacific 
where every probability of war is sup- 
posed to have been abolished. 

Japan has projected since the Confer- 
ence adjourned an extraordinary number 
of powerful auxiliaries. She has gone a 
long way towards making her fleet equal 
to or superior to ours in spite of a 5-3 
handicap in capital ships. Both the money 
and power involved in this new project 


come very near to being the equivalent of 
thirteen capital ships. 

That is just the number of partially com- 
pleted wonderfully efficient capital ships 
which we are to scrap under the terms of 
the treaty. We have already spent sev- 
eral hundred millions on those ships. Sev- 
enty millions more are required to scrap 
them. A huge sum of money and a titanic 
sum of power are to be utterly wasted by 
us in order to promote the cause of peace, 
no less in the Pacific than elsewhere. The 
treaty which requires us to do this permits 
Japan to arm herself with the same 
amount of power, even though it be in a 
little different form. And she is not back- 
ward in taking advantage of this great 
loophole in the treaty. 


Naval Competition Continues 


HERE is no occasion for letting our 
idealism blind our sense of realism. 
However disguised, truth still remains 
truth. Several months after the Confer- 
ence adjourned, an ample length of time 
for mature deliberation, Japan formally 
announced a program of new construction 
which is the substantial equivalent of thir- 
teen battleships. That fundamental fact 
remains in spite of numerous explanations 
of “revised programs,’ ntcessities as to 
“giving employment to shipyard workers,” 
and what not. If this is not a continua- 
tion of naval competition, what is it? 
Alarm over this new and vast Japanese 
project has been voiced not only in this 
country, but also in England and Germany. 
Japan has no defensive need for the num- 
ber and type of ships projected. To what 
use are they to be put?

Baltimore Sun Off the Track 


HERE is no truth more dangerous 

than a half truth. The Baltimore 

Sun, in a recent issue, devotes more 
than a column to telling its readers that 
“$24.32 is laid on each person for war 
costs, while all other governmental activi- 
ties impose a burden of only $4.58.” 

The Sun states “the current war costs, 
including personal compensation, etc., per 
capita is $11.25; sinking fund for public 
debt, which is a war debt, $3.10; interest 
on war debt, $9; cost of shipping ven- 
tures started because of the war, 53 cents; 
cost of railroad expenses arising during 
the war, 44 cents. 

Aside from the fact that, with the possi- 
ble exception of the first, there is not one 
of these figures with which peace-time ac- 
tivities have not a great deal to do, the 
whole article fails to mention that if the 
war cost a great deal, as it undoubtedly 
did, this cost was not so much because we 
went to war, as because we went to war 
unprepared. 

The impression created by the article 
on the average reader undoubtedly will 
be that the greater part of our income 
“will go for military purposes, past and to 
come.” 

After every war there has been the same 
complaint about the expense of the war. 
Each time the tendency hag been to ig- 
nore the fact that we have always wasted 
tremendous sums in an endeavor to do in 
a few months of war what can only be 
properly done by careful, gradual and eco- 
nomical preparation in time of peace. 

For the first time in its history this 
country has a military policy in the form 
of the National Defense act. The figures 
submitted to Congress by the Director of 
the Budget clearly show, beyond any rea- 
sonable doubt, that those items which can 
be properly included under national de- 
fense take only 13.5 cents per dollar. 

Such articles as that in the Baltimore 
Sun, whether published through careless- 
ness, ignorance or with deliberate intent 
to work against adequate appropriations 
being made for national defense at the 
‘present time, create an impression con- 
trary to the facts, and tend to encourage 
our people to continue in reckless indiffer- 
ence to proper national defense in time of 
peace, and as a consequence even more 
reckless, wasteful expenditures in time of 
war. 

The very fact that our last war did cost, 
and still is costing us, such enormous sums 
is the very reason why a newspaper which 
occupies such a powerful position as that 
of the Baltimore Sun should emphasize 
the fact that by making the relatively small 
appropriations necessary to carry out to- 
day and in the years to come the provi- 
sions of the National Defense act, we will 
avoid such waste in the future.

HE difficulty experienced by the 

i . National Council for the Preven- 

tion of War in finding material to 

convince the public is well illustrated by 

a statement in a recent issue of its Bul- 
letin.

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Executive Committee, Reserve Officers’ Association 
Holds Important Meeting in Washington, D.C. 


HE first meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the Reserve Officers’ Asso- 
ciation of the United States was 

held Dec. 10 and 11 at the Army and Navy 
Club, Washington, D.C. 

The meeting was summoned for the 
double purpose of transacting the business 
which had arisen in connection with the 
association since its organization the first 
week of October, and the presenting of 
the views of the association with respect 
to appropriations for national defense pur- 
poses in general and the Reserve forces in 
perticular to Congress. 

T'wo weeks prior to the meeting the sec- 
retary of the association, Capt. R. E. B. 
McKenney, O.R.C., was telegraphed to by 
the president, Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly, 
O.R.C., to arrange, if possible for the com- 
mittee to be heard by the War Department 
sub-committee of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. Captain McKenney per- 
sonally saw Mr. Anthony cf Kansas, 
chairman of the sub-committee, and re- 
quested a hearing. The upshot of the con- 
versation was that Mr. Anthony was will- 
ing to give a hearing on Dec. 11 to the 
committee with the exception of General 


Reilly, who he stated had persistently 
attacked him in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL. 


Anthony Turns Committee Down. 


UBSEQUENTLY Captain McKenney 

in his capacity as secretary wrote to 
Mr. Anthony asking confirmation of his 
willingness to hear the executive commit- 
tee on Dee. 11 and stating that General 
Reilly, as president of the association, was 
chairman of the executive committee. Mr. 
Anthony answered in writing as follows: 
“In reply to your letter of Nov. 30, re- 
garding a hearing before the sub-commit- 
tee on War Department appropriations on 
the question of the Organized Reserves, I 
regret to advise that I cannot arrange for 
the hearing requested in your letter.” 

General Reilly then telegraphed Captain 
McKenney to take one other Reserve offi- 
cer, go to Mr. Anthony and again ask for 
a hearing of the executive committee. Mr. 
Anthony in this interview said he would 
hear the committee provided General 
Reilly did not appear. 

At the meeting of the executive com- 
mittee on Sunday, the question of the hear- 
ing and Mr. Anthony’s attitude was taken 
up. The committee unanimously resolved, 
that the execntive committee of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association of the United 
States appear before the Military Sub- 
Committee of the Committee en Appropria- 
tions of the Hcuse of Representatives in 
support of adequate appropriations for 
the training of Reserve officers and for the 
adequate development of the national de- 
fense policy os defined in the act of June 
4, 1920, and that this committee be headed 
by its chairman, the presicent of the as- 
sociation, Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly, who 
shall be its spokeman before the sub-com- 
mittee of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions, 


Mr. Madden Intercedes. 


N order to give Mr. Anthony plenty of 

opportunity to reconsider his position, 
a committee of three was appointed to get 
in touch with him and notify him of the 
decision of the executive committee and of 
the action which it proposed to take the 
following morning. An efforc made Sun- 
day afternoon to give this notice having 
failed, the executive committee as a whole 
went to the committee hearing room Mon- 
day morning. The committee of three saw 
Mr. Anthony, who refused to see the com- 
mittee as a whole unless General Reilly 
was excluded. 

The executive committee then sought 
out Mr. Madden, the chairman of the 
House Appropriations committee. They 
told him that as he was chairman they 
considered it only proper to take no fur- 
ther action, untii they had seen him and 
informed him of what had taken place. 

Mr. Madden went in three times to Mr. 
Anthony’s room, the first time returning 
with the answer that Mr. Anthony had 
given before, that he would receive the 
committee without General Reilly; the 
second time that he would receive all of 
the committee provided that General 
a not speak, and the third time 
that would receive a written statement, 
The first two propositions were declined ; 
the third was accepted with the proviso 
that General Reilly and all members of 
the committee sign the statement. 

Mr. Madden agreed to. He elso promised 
that the statement would wppear in the 
hearings.

In addition the following decisions were 
made : 

The power of granting charters to state 
associations was delegated by the execu- 
tive committee to a sub-committee con- 
sisting of the president of the association 
and any three other members oi the execu- 
tive committee that the president finds it 
practicable to consult at the time these 
applications are made. 

That the expenses incidental to the for- 
mation of the 24 Corps Area Chapter of 
the Reserve Offcers’s Association of the 
United States be borne, pro rata by the 
state associations of New York, New Jer- 
sey and Delaware and that the treasurer 
of the 2d Corps chapter be so instructed. 

That a liaison committee consisting of 
General Reilly, Colonel Bryan and Cap- 
tain McKenney be appointed to promote 
close co-operation between the association 
and the War Department and its various 
sub-divisions. 

That a fee of $10 should be charged by 
the association for each charter granted to 
corps area and state associations. 

That all matters of routine business 
that may develop between meetings of the 
executive committee, be delegated to a sub- 
committee consisting of the president of 
the association and any three members of 
the executive committee that he may select. 

That in those sections where state as- 
sociations have not yet been formed, indi- 
vidual Reserve officers may acquire mem- 
bership directly in the association by pay- 
ment of one dollar to the national treas- 
urer, provided that when a state associa- 
tion shall have been formed in the state 
in which such officer resides, his payments 
for annual dues ghall then made 
through the state association in the usual 


way. 

That in those states where tkere already 
exist local Reserve Officers’ Associations, 
and it is not practicable at the present 
time to hold state conventions, upon 
application for charter hy such local as- 
sociations to the national association, a 
temporary stete charter shal! be issued to 
such associations, which shall be replaced 
by a permanent charter when it shall have 
been possible to hold state conventions or 
meetings at which the action of the local 
ussociations in applying for a state char- 
ter can be ratified. 

The importance of industrial prepared- 
ness was also considered, and it was de- 
cided that this feature should be much 
more emphasized than had been done in 
the past, when considering methods of de- 
veloping national defense.

REVISION OF REGULATIONS 
FOR RESERVE OFFICERS. 
N order has been signed by the Secre- 
tary of War authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a board of five Regulars and five 
Reserve officers to revise Special Regula- 
tions No. 43, relating to the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Corps. In providing personnel for 
the board four additional Reserve officers, 
with their consent, will be ordered to ac- 
tive duty on the General Staff. They will 
be selected one each from the 5th, 6th, 7th 
and 8th Corps Areas. With the detail of 
these officers everv corps area will be rep- 
resented on the General Staff by Reserve 
officers. 

Two questions will be prominent before 
the board in the consideration of chan 
of the regulations. One will be promotion 
in the Reserve Corps and the other dual 
commissions. There will be other changes 
Pp’ and an effort will be made to 
clarify some of the provisions of the regu- 
lations. 

The board which framed the original 
regulations had virtually no precedents to 
guide it. It is a tribute to the original 
board that the regulations have stood so 
long as they have without revision. 


Statement of Needs 
of the Reserve Forces 


T the meeting of the executive com. 
mittee of the Reserve Officers Asso. 
ciation of the United States in Wash. 

ington on Dec. 10 and 11, the following 
statement in regard to the Reserve forces 
was drawn up and preserted on Dee. 13: 


The Statement. 


eTHE Chairman, the House Committes 
on Appropriations, through the Chair. 
man, the War Department Sub-Ap. 
propriations Committee. 

“Sir: The Executive Committee of the 
Reserve Officers’ Association of the United 
States has the honor to submit the follow- 
ing statement with respect to the appro- 
priations having to do with the Resveiye 
otticers and enlisted men of the United 
States Army for the fiscal year 1924: 

“At the present time there are approxi- 
mately 70,000 male citizens of the United 
States who hold commissions as Reserve 
officers in the United States Army and 
about 700 male citizens who have entere} 
the Reserve as enlisted men. 

“As considerable confusion exists in the 
minds of many, the committee wishes to 
emphasize the fact that the term Reserve 
is confusing when applied to that part of 
the Reserve forces now known as the Or- 
ganized Reserves. The Organized Reserve 
in reality is the successor of the National 
Army of the war, and, like it, is divided 
into divisions, both Infantry and Cavalry, 
brigades, regiments and smaller’ units 
which have been assigned to the same 
localities and given the same designations 
as was the case with the corresponding 
National Army units during the war, in 
so far as it has been possible. In other 
words, the Organized Reserve is not a re- 
serve upon which the Regular Army and 
National Guard will depend to get the per- 
sonnel to bring their units to war strength 
and to make good their casualties during 
war; but is a third force which, in the 
event of a sufficiently great national emer- 
gency, will increase our strength in the 
field by adding to the Regular and National 
Guard divisions complete reserve ones and 
the corresponding Army corps and Army 
troops. 

Reserve a Third Force. 


6¢7N other words, in addition to the Regu- 
lar units always on duty, and the Na- 
tional Guard units uniformed, equipped, 
trained and ready for duty at any time, 
both of which forces existed prior to the 
World War, Congress through the amend- 
ed National Defense act of 1920 has added 
a third force, the Organized Reserves, of 
which only the framework of officers and 
a certain number of the more essential en- 
listed men will exist in time of peace, and 
which force can only be called for duty by 
act of Congress. Once so called, this 
framework already in existence will have 
to be filled up either by voluntary eiilist- 
ments or by the draft. The men so brought 
in will then have to be uniformed, equipped 
and trained before ready for field service. 
“Thus the distinction is a clear one be- 
tween the Organized Reserves and such 
Reservists as have been or may be desig- 
nated to bring the Regular and National 
Guard forces to war strength. and then to 
make good casualties in the Regular, Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserve units 
serving at the front. 


Grouping of Citizens. 


«¢—N general, it may be said that the 

amended National Defense act con- 
templates the grouping of American male 
citizens available for military service m 
time of war into four bodies: (1} The 
Regular forces always available; (2) the 
National Guard available on the call of a 
governor of a state or the President of the 
United States; (3) the Organized Reserves 
available as the result of an act of !‘on- 
gress, and (4) Reservists, to bring all 
three of these bodies to war strength and 
keep them there throughout war. 

“The committee desires to point out that 
entering the Reserve in time of peage is 2 
voluntary act, and that the citizen whv so 
enters does so for no other reason than his 
belief in the necessity to create in time 
of peace means by which the terrible waste 
of life and money, with the great risk of 
defeat. which has characterized all our 
wars in the past, may be avoided in the 
future. The great majority of the officer 
and enlisted Reservists now belonging to 
the Army know from their personal ex 
perience in the recent World War that tlie 
above statement is unfortunately only too 
true of this our most recent war. 


Two General Needs. 


sun general, the needs of the Reserve 
forces may be classed under two heads, 
those of the overhead and those of the 
Reservist himself. 

‘Under ‘overhead, in_ general, may be 
placed the Regular officers and enlisted 
men needed for purposes of organization, 
instruction and administration, and the 
shelter and transportation essential if they 
are to carry out these duties. The Re: 
servists in all classes, with the exception 
of the comparatively few on active duty 
for various reasons. is a civilian with all 
the daily cares and anxieties incident to 
business and family responsibilities. The 
time which he é¢an give to military affairs 
ia limited. ‘This leads to a very justifiable 
desire that he he freed from all military 
responsibilities not having directly to do 
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with his instruction in the duties which 
will be his in time of war. For the same 
reason it is essential that those from whom 
he gets his instruction be within easy 
yach in his own locality or else able to 
come to that locality with reasonable fre- 
quency. Therefore, if the Government is 
to get the maximum efficiency from the 
Organized Reserves, and also if the Re- 
gervist is to feel that he is being put on a 
proper status, which he does not in the 
najority of cases occupy to-day, it is essen“ 
tial (1) that sufficient Regular officers and 
enlisted men be assigned to Reserve divi- 
sons, brigades and regiments; (2) that 
proper transportation facilities be fur- 
nished these Regulars to enable them to 
yisit the localities where the Reservists 
peed them, and (3) that proper offices for 
headquarters of the different Reserve units 
be provided. 


Must Build Framework. 


uCNLY by such means will it be possi- 
ble to build up in time of peace the 
framework of Reserve officers and enlisted 
men necessary if the Reserve divisions, 
brigades, regiments and smaller units are 
to come promptly into existence once war 
js declared. All Reservists are unanimous 
in their expression of the opinion that at 
the present time they are being hampered 
in what they want to do, and feel that they 
should do, because of the insufficient num- 
ber of Regulars detailed for duty with the 
Organized Reserves, utter inadequacy of 
the offices provided for headquarters, and 
the woeful lack of transportation and 
other essentials needed to insure the 
proper carrying on of the work of organi- 
zation, instruction and administration. 

“The Reservist throughout the country 
feels that in return for the time which he 
gives, the personal funds which he spends 
on uniform and other unavoidable expenses, 
and his willingness to hold himself ready 
for service in war, he should be sure of 
receiving (1) adequate training, and (2) 
that he should be, when on duty, on the 
same basis as a Regular. 

“In the fall, winter and spring he knows 
from practical experience that he cannot 
take advantage of such short periods of 
time ag may be available for either theo- 
retical or practical training unless he has 
within easy reach a headquariers of some 
kind containing competent Regular in- 
structors. 


Instruction Is Essential. 


“THE resolutions passed at the first na- 
tional convention of the Reserve Ofti- 
cers’ Association; the resolutions passed 








at the various state conventions which 
have since taken place and are now con- 
stantly taking place; the resolutions re- 
ceived and constantly being received from 
the local units, without exception state 
that one-third the total number of Reserve 
officers ig the minimum number who should 
receive two weeks’ training each summer. 

“The failure, up to the present, to pro- 
vide for the training of this number each 
summer is the subject of constant com- 
plaints. Thousands of officers call atten- 
tien to the fact that they have now been in 
the Reserve Corps four years without once 
having the opportunity to go to camp. 
They point out that with appropriations 
no larger than those made the past fiscal 
year it would take approximately twenty 
years for each officer to go to camp once. 
They claim, and with the greates: justice, 
that it is absurd to expect an officer, no 
matter what his past expericnce, to re- 
main even moderately efficient if he cannot 
get proper theoretical instruction in the 
winter months of each year and a short 
period of practical instruction at least 
every third summer. They appreciate the 
opportunities offered for Reserve officers 
to go to Service schools, but point out ‘hat 
the number who can take advautage of 
this must necessarily remain limited, net 
so much because of the cost to the Gov- 
ernment, but because of the difficulty 
which the average Reservist experiences, 
and must experience, in getting away even 
for two weeks. Even if the Government 
could afford to pay the sum necessary to 
send every Reservist to the schools, the 
number who could go would be extremely 
limited because of this difficulty. 

“The most important question in con- 
nection with the building up of the Re- 
serve Corps to-day, and above all main- 
taining the interest of the officers at pres- 
ent in it, is the question of two weeks’ 
simmer training in camp for at least one- 
third or approximately 25,000 officers. It 
is understood that the War Department 
estimate of 15,000 officers to be sent fif- 
teen days was not based upon the number 
Which they thought could be gotten to go 
or should go, but upon budget limitations. 
Through the information in its possession 

Executive Committee is certain that 
more than 25,000 applications can easily 
be obtained. 

“Officers of the War Deparimcent have 
frequently stated that when Reserve offi- 
cers are ordered to duty the desire and the 
intention is to bave them o. exactly the 
same basis as Regular officers. The ex- 
Perience of Reserve officers the past year 
hows that wlien ordered to camp for the 
mmmer period of training they find this 
tot to be the case with respect to (a) 
Mileage, (b) rental allowances. and (c) 
pay for the thirty-first day of the month. 

“The Regular officer is allowed 8 cenzs 
a mile when traveling on duty. The same 
is true of the National Guard officcr. The 

e officer, dne to an act of Congress, 
is allowed but 4 cents. This is aniver- 
tally ered to be a discrimination 





against the Reserve officer which should 
not exist. 


Denied Quarters for Dependents. 


‘¢7T’HE Comptroller General of the United 
: States, in response to a letter of the 
Secretary of War under date of Sept. 29, 
1922, rendered a decision the practical re- 
sult of which deprives the Reserve officer 
ordered to a training camp of the commu- 
tation of quarters for dependents which is 
allowed to Regular and National Guard 
officers under similar conditions. This 
plainly controverts the spirit of Sec. 37a 
of the National Defense act, added by See. 
32 of the act of June 4, 1920, 41 Stat., 
776, which states: 

“*A Reserve officer shall not be enti- 
tled to pay and allowances except when on 
active duty. When on active duty he 
shall receive the same pay and _ allow- 
ances as an officer of the Regular Army of 
the same grade and length of active ser- 
Was 

“This also is considered by the great 
mass of Reserve officers to be an unfair 
discrimination. 

“Under a decision of the Comptroller 
General of the Treasury, based on an act 
vf Congress, the month consists of thirty 
days for purposes of payment. The prac- 
tical result of this decision is that Reserve 
officers who happen to be on duty the 
thirty-first day of any month containing 
that number of days are not paid for this 
day. This failure to pay for the thirty- 
first day operated in a large number of 
cases the past summer and was the cause 
of considerable dissatisfacticn. 


Needs Enlisted Personnel. 


“<TI’ the framework of the Reserve units 
of the Organized Reserve is to be com- 
plete it must contain in addition to the 
officer personnel a non-commissioned offi- 
cer and enlisted specialists personnel. The 
original project, as laid down by the War 
Department, called for the training of 35,- 
000 enlisted Reservists. This was aban- 
doned because of lack of funds. The dras- 
tic cuts necessary because of budget limi- 
tations caused, it is understood, this item 
to be omitted from the estimates for the 
liseal year 1924, The country at the pres- 
ent time is full of men with enlisted war 
service, many of whom have at various 
times in the past desired to enlist in the 
Reserve. ‘The indications are that should 
the proper funds be made available there 
would be no difficulty in obtaining at least 
5,000 of these men for two weeks’ summer 
training. ‘The average Reserve officer feels 
strongly that no further delay should take 
place in commencing to build up this most 
important part of the Organized Reserve. 
“A summing up of the sentiment of the 
mass of the Reserve officers »f the United 
States, as determined by all the many 
means at the disposal of the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Association, indicates that the fol- 
lowing list of points, all of which have 
been explained above, should be provided 
for by the appropriations for the fiscal 
year 1924 in addition to those items car- 
ried in the War Department budget for 
that fiscal year:

Ask for Minimum Amount. 


‘cH committee respectfully calls at- 

tention to the fact that the Reserve 
officers of the country consist primarily of 
business men fully conscious of the need 
for national economy and fully in accord 
with every justifiable measure to bring it 
about. They believe in the budget system 
as a necessary means of insuring both 
economy in and co-ordination of govern- 
ment expenditures. Taking all this into 
the fullest account, they do not feel that 
the total asked for is more than the justi- 
fiable minimum necessary to carry out the 
provisions of the National Defense act 
with respect to the Reserve forces of the 
United States. They furthermore feel that 
unless the program which these appropria- 
tions will permit is carried out the com- 
ing fiscal year a serious blow will have 
been dealt to the Reserve forces as they 
stand to-day, and above all to their future 
development. 

“They know that a part can never be 
greater than the whole. They realize that 
the Reserve forces are but one of the three 
components of the Army of the United 
States as provided for by the National De- 
fense act, the only military policy the 
United States has ever possessed. ‘They 
know that the Reserve forces can only be 
efficient as the whole Army is efficient. 
They are fully aware of the fact that the 
amounts carried in the budget for the other 
components have been cut and more than 
cut to the bone. They have no desire to 
have the amount appropriated for the Re- 
serve forces increa at the expense of 
any other component. They prefer to have 
it left at the sum indicated in the War 
Department budget. as damaging as the 
result inevitably will be. 

“They do, however, strongly urge the 


committee to seriously consider the ques- 
tion as to whether the saving of approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 to the United States 
can possibly compensate for the great dam- 
age such saving will cause to the Reserve 
forces of the Army of the United States. 
“We hereby certify that the undersigned 
members of the Executive Committee of 
the Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States, who constitute a quorum 
of that committee, assembled in Washing- 
ton for the purpose of appearing before 
the War Department sub-committee of the 
House Appropriations Committee, agree 
unanimously that the above expresses the 
legitimate minimum needs of the 70,000 
Reserve officers of the United States Army 
which this committee represents, as estab- 
lished by personal contact and correspond- 
ence and resolutions passed by various sub- 
sidiary bodies of the association.

The Resolutions. 


The following resolutions were adopted 
by the chapter in convention: 


That this chapter sends greetings to all 
citizens of the United States whose ser- 
vants we are; to all organizations and 
agencies of national service; and particu- 
larly to the R.O.T.C. and the M.T.O.A., 
from whose ranks future Reserve officers 
will be selected. 

That the undertaking of this chapter is 
primarily to give detailed study and at- 
tention to the problems of the Organized 
Reserves and also to be active in the sup- 
port measures for the development of 
the lar Army and the National Guard 
because we have full realization of the 
importance of maintaining the components 
of the Army of the United States, and 

That this chapter regards the refusal of 
Congress to make sufficient provision for 
the training of the Reserve officers in the 
summer camps of 1922 as a serious fail- 
ure to support our modest policy of na- 
tional defense, and to urge that provision 
be made for the training of at least one- 
third of the Reserve officers during the 
summer of 1923, and not less than one- 
third in each succeeding year, and we call 
upon the Congressional delegation from 
the state of Michigan to insist upon such 
provision, and 

That the Congress of the United States 
be urged to the further support of the 
said aet of June 4, 1920, by providing 
for the number of Regular officers and 
enlisted men for the organization, instruc- 
tion and training of the National Guard 
and the Organized Reserves as contem- 
plated by this act. 

That this chapter through its national 
and local officers, and through its indi- 
vidual members constantly bring before 
Congress as a whole and individual Con- 
ressmen and the press of all parts of the 

nited States that the necessity for ade- 
quate national defense does exist; that 
the amended National Defense act is 
democratic, is in accordance with the 
genius of the American people, is non- 
militaristic, is ec ical; that port- 
ing it is a non-partisan action, and that 
the public man who fails to support it is 
failing in his duty as a citizen of the 
Unit States to provide the means nec- 
essary to insure the enforcement of the 
rinciples on which this Government is 
ounded and for which it stands in the 
eyes of the world. 

That the Congress be called upon to 
enact such measures as will insure Re- 
serve officers on active duty receiving the 
full pay and allowances provided for in 
Special Regulation No. 43, which under 
the interpretation of the present law is 
not the case. 





That this chapter urgres Congress 
pronetly to enact the amendment to the 
ational Defense act requested by the 


Secretary of War in his letter to Congress, 
to avoid the necessity of reducing or dis- 
charging large numbers of faithful non- 
commissioned officers of long service in 
the Regular Army, which discharges or 
reduction must be effected, under the ex- 
isting law, prior to Dec. 31, 1922. 

That the Congress should appropriate 
the full amount necessary for the support 
of the Regular Armv, the National Guard 
and the Organized Reserves, the R.O.T.C.,

I—Assignment of Officers on Promotion or 
Reappointment After Discharge.——The promo- 
tion of an officer, or his reappointment after 
discharge under the provisions of the act of 
Congress approved June 30, 1922, as amended 
by the act of Sept. 14, 1922, will not operate 
to relieve him from assignment to the organiza- 
tion to which he was assigned before promotion 
or reappointment, unless his assignment is spe- 
cifically changed by the authority duly charged 
therewith. 

II—Refers to modification of Tables of Or- 
ganization, 1920-1921 (Cavalry). 

IlII—Refers to annual physical examination 
of officers and warrant officers for the calendar 
year 1923. The regulations governing the an- 
nual physical examination of officers are in proc- 
ess of revision and may not be available for the 
next scheduled examination. Instructions are 
given which govern the annual physical exami- 
nation of officers and warrant officers for the 
calendar year 1923. 

In general, such examination will take place 
during the month of January, but may, with 
a view to avoiding interference with other duties 
or to avoiding expense or for other good rea- 
sons, be deferred to a later date. 

The examination will be made at such time as 
is mutually convenient. Each -officer and war- 
rant officer who, for any reason, has not been 
physically examined between Jan. 1 and Sept. 
1 will, on the latter date, report the fact in 
writing and apply for examination to his next 
immediate superior, who will either cause the 
examination or forward the report through chan- 
nels. 

Examinations wi!l be under the control and 
direction of department, corps area, or district 
commanders, the commanding generals of the 
American Forces in Germany and in China, and 
of The Adjutant General of the Army for all 
oficers and warrant officers not under command 
of any of the preceding. 

No examination will be required for an officer 
or warrant officer who has, during the year, 
been examined for appointment or promotion. 
Additional examinations may be made in the dis- 
cretion of commanding officers or upon request 
of an officer or warrant officer. 

Except when circumstances do not permit de- 
lay, officers and warrant officers in the conti- 
nental limits of the United States wil! not, fol- 
lowing examination, be ordered to travel to hos- 
pitals for observation or treatment except by 
The Adjutant General of the Army.

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 4136, Mr. Jones of Washington.—That 
in carrying out the elimination provision of 
the act of June 30, 1922, for demotion of 
officers of the Regular Army, any officer of 
the Kegular Army who has, in the process of 
making demotions, received an honorable dis- 
charge from a grade in which originally com- 
missioned in the Regular Army, and who, in 
order to maintain his status in the Regular 
Army, has been obliged to accept a commis- 
sion in a grade lower than in which originally 
commissioned, shall be immediately reinstated 
and restored to grade in which originally 
commissioned without loss of relative rank, 
and all demotions shall be confined to officers 
who have received promotions to higher grade 
than in which originally commissioned, and 
no officer shall be demoted to a grade below 
that to which he was originally commissioned 
in the Regular Army. 

H.R. 13111, Mr. Britten.—That officers now 
holding rank of lieutenant, Medical Corps, 
U.S. Navy, who were transferred from tem- 
porary appointments in U.S. Navy and from 
U.S.N.R.F. under provision of Naval Appro- 
priation act of June 4, 1920, who prior to 
beginning of the war with the German gov- 
ernment had been on continuous active duty 
as acting assistant surgeons or assistant sur- 
geons, Medical Corps, for a period of not less 
than three years and who have been on active 
duty continuously since that time, be given 
rank and precedence as extra number accord- 
ing to length of their previous active military 
service as medical officers immediately fol- 
lowing those officers last commissioned as lieu- 
tenant, j.g., M.C., U.S.N., before beginning 
of war with German government: Provided, 
That officers receiving this relief have not 
failed professionally in an examination for 
the regular Medical Corps, U.S.N. during 
above-mentioned period of service. 

H.R. 13163, Mr. Wurzbach—That on and 
after passage of this act all enlisted men re- 
tired prior to April 6, 1917, and volunteered 
for duty during the World War, and who served 
honorably and faithfully as commissioned officers 
in the Army of the U.S. at any time between 
April 7, 1917, and Nov. 12, 1918, shall have 
their names placed on the list of retired officers 
of U.S. Army with rank they held when their 
services were no longer required and they were 
honorably discharged as commissioned officers. 

Sec. 2, That on and after the passage of this 
act all enlisted men retired = to April 6, 
1917, and who served honorably and faithfully 
as commissioned officers in the Army of the 
U.S. any time between Agent 7, 1917, and Nov. 
12, 1918, shall receive the pay now prescribed 
for first lieutenants of the retired list, their 
length of service to be computed as now author- 
ized by law for officers of the retired list; 
that is, increase of five per centum of base pay 
of period for each three years up to thirty 
years, provided they were not returned to a

by the decrease in bad order cars, maintenance 
charges for November should be normal. The 
extra equipment expenses amounted to approxi- 
mately $20,000,000, which, if eliminated, would 
have resulted in net operating revenues equiva- 
lent to October, 1921. 

The highly favorable factor which is somewhat 
obscure is that gross operating revenues were 
2%% greater than in October, 1921. This 
increase took place in the face of a general 
freight rate reduction effective last July. 

So long as gross income, the ultimate source 
of earning power, is satisfactory, a temporary 
increase in operating expenses is no cause for 
bearishness. The increase in gross also gives 
the lie to the agitation that present freight 
rates are stifling business. 

November car loadings have established a 
new high record for any similar month since 
a record has been maintained and are not far 
short of October, 1920, which was the peak 
in traffic movements for any monthly period in 
the history of the railroads. Normally, No- 
vember should show a seasonal decline in 
traffic, but this year it did not. Unless main- 
tenance expenses are considerably above nor- 
mal in November, net operating income for 
the month should be highly satisfactory.

Security prices appear to be stabilized at 
levels which represent a loss of approximately 
24% of the advance in stock prices and 25% 
in bonds from the low of 1921 to the high of 
1922. The reaction was the result of a number 
of causes, the technical position being one cf 
the principal, and a decline because of top 
heaviness would have ensued in any event. 
Added to this was a slight upturn in money 
rates due to the seasonal increase in demand 
and the transfer of funds from speculative and 
investment channels into active business em- 
ployment. 

Insofar as an underlying change in business 
conditions is concerned, there have been no 
particularly significant developments on either 
side that have not been known or guessed. Since 
the reaction the money market has become easier, 
and aside from small disturbances which may 
accompany Government financing and year-end 
reinvestment, interest rates should continue easy 
for the next three or four months. The tech- 
nical position of the market has, of course, been 
corrected, and any forced selling which accom- 
panied margin calls is probably over. 


Outlook for Spring. 


The psychological element which enters into 
buying and selling trails the market and is a 
result and not a cause in relation to a turn 
in the trend of prices. Now that the reaction 
has apparently run its course the interpretation 
of current developments and the perspective of 
the future are much more sanguine. 

The immediate outlook for business is cheer- 
ful, but there is a wide diversion of opinion 
as to what is in store after next spring. The 
stock market is reputed to discount events in 
advance, but the scope of its foresight is gen- 
erally over-estimated. If business is satisfac- 
tory for the next four or six months, which it 
apparently will be, it is highly probable that 
security prices will advance substantially be- 
fore the trend definitely turns downward. 


Another Upturn Probable. 

Aside from conditions of a fundamental na- 
ture, which are conducive to bullish operations 
in the security market, the technical position of 
the market itself is indicative of another upturn. 
The public, upon whom speculative stocks are 
generally dumped at top prices, are not now 
carrying the bulk of such issues. Some profes- 
sional pools have liquidated their holdings, but 
this is not true in the majority of cases. 

One of the largest brokerage houses in the 
Street advises that its customers who are num- 
bered among the public speculators are decidedly 
short of the market and not long of it. The 
action of the market bears out this hypothesis. 
Rallies during the last week or two have been

trated efforts by various pools and not public 
buying. When prices work three or four points 
higher the public may be counted upon to switch 
into the long side and the final process of dis- 
tribution will no doubt take place. 


Discrimination Necessary. 

The intensity of the market during the next 
two months or thereabout will determine pretty 
definitely whether or no stocks ld taken 
from the strong-box and liquidated. If the mar- 
ket backs and fills it will mean that the profes-

HEARINGS RESUMED IN 
SMITH-LOCKHART CASE. 


HE hearings in the matter of Smith, 

Lockhart & Co., bankrupts, were re- 
sumed on Dec. 4 before the referee in the 
U.S. District courtroom at Baltimore, with 
R. Tynes Smith, jr., a member of the firm 
of Smith, Lockhart & Co., on the stand. 
Mr. Smith was subjected to a rigid exami- 
nation by the state’s attorney of Balti- 
more, Ansell and Bailey and other coun- 
sel representing creditors. His examina- 
tion, which continued throughout Dec. 4 
and 5, developed the fact that for several 
years prior to the failure the liabilities of 
the firm had exceeded its assets. 

It was developed from the witness that 
the income tax returns made by the firm 
for the years 1918, 1919 and 1920 showed 
a net loss each year; for 1918 a net loss 
of $66,765.31, for 1919 a net loss of 7 
456.81, and for 1920 a net loss of 7 
149.21. 

Notwithstanding these net losses it was 
admitted by the witness that the concern 
had paid dividends on preferred stock of 
the corporation, and at the time the cor- 
poration was changed to a partnership in 
July, 1920, had purchased approximately 
$113,000 worth of preferred stock from 
stockholders, using in those purchases 
money carried in the general fund, which 
included money paid in by the customers 
for stock. 

The witness also admitted that the firm 
had paid out to customers $95,226.74 in 
1918, $117,522.23 in 1919 and $88,273.98 
in 1920, in the form of short interest and 
dividend coupons, notwithstanding the fact 
that they had already parted with the stock 
represented by the dividends. 

It was admitted by the witness that the 
short interest and dividend coupon pay- 
ments for the year 1918, capitalized at 5 
per cent., indicated that the corporation 
was short approximately $1,900, in se- 
curities at the end of 1918, $2,340,000 in 
securities at the end of 1919 and $1,800,- 
000 in securities at the end of 1920. 

It was also admitted by the witness that 
the firm exacted and received 6 per cent. 
interest from their customers on the bal- 
ance due the company on stock purchased 
by the customers when the company in 
point of fact had in the meantime parted 
with the stock of the customers. 

It is understood that the state’s attor- 


ney of Baltimore is in attendance upon the 
h for the purpose of determining 
whether the me loyed by the firm, 


as disclosed by the evidence, in the con- 

duct of its business were such as to war- 

rant him in submitting the matter to the 
ry. 

The assets so far ascertained do not 
warrant the hope that the dividends which

Ek. R. C. asks: I was qualified and rated 
first-class observer Oct. 5, 1921, and under the 
saving clause of the new Pay bill continued to 
draw pay as such unti! the expiration of one 
year, Oct. 5, 1922. Am I entitled to draw 
( gunner’s pay until an opportunity to 


expert 
qualify is given, a’ Par. 3, Cir. 183, W.D., 
1922, seems to indicate. 

Answer: The saving clause protects a soldier 
in any qualification pay only during the regula- 
tion period for such qualification status. Cir. 
183 can be given no broader application. A 
requalification is necessary to continue the right 
to pay. 

L. H. H.. FORT SCHUYLER.—Apparently 
yours is a short paid clothing allowance. Sug- 
gest that you submit your claim to the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office, War Dept. Div., Wash- 
ington, D.C., giving full statement of all cloth- 
ing drawn, 

IGNO asks: (1) Re-enlisted before June 10, 
192%, as sergeant; retire next summer. Do I 
retire at 75 per cent. of my present pay, which 
is $72 per month, or 75 per cent. of the new 






pay, which is $67.50? (2) Served in the 
Phiippine Islands part of 1911, all of 1912 and 
part of 1913; all on the same _ enlistment. 
Double time was discontinued in 1912. Do I 


get double time for the time I served in 1913? 
Answer: (1) You will be retired at $67.50 
per month. (2) Yes, if that time was served 
in an enlistment beginning prior to Aug. 24, 
1912.

R. B.—Navy service can be counted for 
service pay purposes in the Army under latest 
decision of the Comptroller General. 

LIBRARY ASSOCIATION.—Company C, 9th 
U.S. Inf., was attacked on the Island of Samar 
in the Philippine Islands Sept. 28, 1901. 

H. J. K.—Suggest that you go to your post 
library, or perhaps there may be a copy in your 
orderly room, and ask for a copy of Special 
Regulations No. 43. Read Sec. 10, and that 
will give you the information you desire and 
the procedure you must follow in order to secure 
a commission in the O.R.C. 

G. M.—At the present time there are thirty- 
nine Infantry regiments in the Regular Service. 
There are three master sergeants in each regi- 
ment, 

J. L. W.—The 44th U.S. Volunteers Infantry 
arrived in the Philippine Islands Dec. 19, 1899, 
and departed from Manila, P.I., May 31, 1901. 





R. O. S—On July 25, 1917, Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New Jersey, Delaware, 


Maryland, District of Columbia, Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Jlinois, 
Montana, Wyoming, Idaho, Washington and 
Oregon were called into service for the World 
War. The ist Infantry, Illinois N.G., how- 
ever, was called into Federal service on March 
25, 1917, for protecting domestic utilities and 
bridges. Also the ist Field Artillery, Illinois 
N.G., was called into Federal service on June 
25, 1917, for guard duty; and Company A, 
Engrs., Illinois N.G., was called into Federal 
service on Jnne 20, 1917, for guard duty. 

F. A. T.—On board the U.S.A.T. Kilpatrick, 
the 3d Battalion, 18th Inf., sailed from Capiz, 
P.I., on Sept. 13, 1901, to the United States. 

J. G@. R. asks: Was a member of Troop L, 
Training Center Squadron No. 6, stationed at 
Camp Custer, Mich., which was part of the 
6th Corps Area Training Center, for the pur- 
pose of giving instruction to the National 
Guard, ©.M.T.C. and O.R.C. While stationed 
at Camp Custer the organization did not have 
an opportunity. to fire the rifle qualification 
course. Upon completion of the summer's 
camp Troop L, T.C.S. No. 6, became inactive 
4s a troop of Cavalry and the men were trans- 
ferred to different organizations. I qualified 
as expert rifleman July, 1921, and would like 
to know whether my qualification should have 
run on, due to the fact that I did not have a 
chance to requalify during the target season 
“| 1922, or should it have stopped after July, 

Answer: Upon inquiry at the Finance De- 
Partment, it was stated that qualification ex- 
Pired July, 1922, one year from date of quali- 
fication. 

H. L. D. asks: When a soldier re-enlists in 
the same organization from which discharged 
and retains his uniform outer clothing at 50 
Per cent. of the current cost price as author- 
ized in A.R. 615-40, what disposition is taken 
of the other 50 per cent.? Is the soldier en- 
titled to additional clothing to cover the other 
50 per cent.? 

Answer: Balance remains a credit available 
for future issues of clothing or for payment 
as a saving on discharge. 

S. S. asks: (1) Will you kindly advise what 
my rate of pay would be if called to active 
duty status, and (2) also when I will be 
eligible for promotion? TI enlisted April 6, 
1917, as private, Med. Dept., 156th Infantry 
(lst La. N.G.); commissioned second lieuten- 
ant, San. Corps, on Ang. 7, 1918, promoted to 
first lieutenant, San. Corps, on May 7, 1919; 
discharged July 9, 1919. TI was commissioned 
first lieutenant, M.A.. O.R.0., Nov. 9, 1921, 
hich rank I now hold. (3) Does my time as 


an enlisted man count in my service? I am 
single and have no dependents. 

Answer: (1) If called to active duty you 
would be entitled to $1,500, which is the pay 
of the first period. (2) You will be eligible 
for promotion Sept. 6, 1924. (3) Only com- 
missioned service counts towards promotion. 

“JAS. O.’—Reductions of non-coms. apply 
to provisional companies. The proposed legis- 
lation for relief of surplus non-commissioned 
officers is receiving favorable consideration by 
Congress, but it has not become a law as yet. 
The act of Sept. 22, 1922, as passed the Senate 
and now goes to the House, provides travel pay 
to place of acceptance for enlistment and dis- 
continues same to bona fide home. At the 
present time it is not possible to state what 
troops will occupy Columbus, N.M., when the 
provisional treops move to their station. 

M. J. asks: (1) How long do you think our 
troops will remain in Germany? (2) If-I am 
granted furlough to go to Jugo-Slavia, would 
my furlough and naturalization papers be suffi- 
cient authority to travel, or should I have pass- 
port? If so, what is the proper procedure to 
obtain one? (3) How do I stand on the list 
of the N.C.O.’s, Ord. Dept., and will the demo- 
tion reach me? 

Answer: (1) This question is up to the Presi- 
dent, who will doubtless be somewhat guided 
by the State Department and other govern- 
mental leaders. (2) No, you should possess a 
passport, which you can secure on application 
to the State Department, Washington, D.C. 
(3) In War Department Special Orders No. 
280, published under date of Nov. 28, you stand 
twenty-first on the list out of thirty-three master 
sergeants to be technical sergeants. Nothing is 
definitely known as to how long our troops will 
remain in Germany. 

Q. F.—The assistant band leader (staff sgt.) 
is still a part of the Army bands. 

T. E. S., FORT SILL.—If the pending reme- 
dial legislation for non-commissioned officers is 
enacted into law, the Quartermaster Corps will 
be increased twenty-seven places in the higher 
grades. You will he considered for one of these 
places, it is stated on good authority. 

M. F. A. asks: (1) Does a retired soldier's 
widow receive a pension, and how much? (2) 
Do not the widows of our late Presidents receive 
a pension? 

Answer: (1) This depends upon the war ser- 
vice or cause of death. State the facts to the 
Commissioner of Pensions. (2) Such a pro- 
posal has been before Congress, but the bill 
was not passed. 


TACTICAL. 


AN OFFICER asks the following: Will you 
kindly settle a friendly argument concerning 
several points in the Infantry Drill Regula- 
tions? 

(1) Can Inspection, Arms, be given from 
the right shoulder? (2) Is Parade, Rest, con- 
sidered part of the Manual of Arms? (3) Can 
the command ‘‘Load’’ be given with the piece 
at any other position than the order? 

A answers all these questions in the affirma- 
tive, giving as his reasons in (1) and (3) first, 
Rule 6, page 28, I.D.R. (Provisional), 1919, 
and second, the principle that an order should 
he obeyed first and then questioned; and for 
(2), the fact that parade rest is included in 


the Manual of Arms, I.D.R. (Provisional), 
1919. 

B says ‘‘No’’ in all cases. His reason for 
‘1) and (3) is that the requirement, ‘‘When 


circumstances require,’’ of Rule 6 is not met, 
and for (2) the fact that Parade Rest in- 
eludes a foot movement and therefore is not a 
vart of the Manual of Arms. 

This may all seem to come under par. 4, 
1.D.R., regards quibbling, but these points 
ate the occasion of a friendly argument as to 
the procedure to be followed by a soldier at 
guard mount ‘‘Bucking for orderely’’ when 
such instances occur. 

Answers: (1) Inspection Arms can be ex- 
ecuted from any position of the piece. The 
sixth general rule for the Manual of Arms 
mentions that such can be done ‘‘when cir- 
cumstances require.’’ This gives the in- 
structor giving the commands the privilege of 
determining what circumstances make the com- 
mand necessary or desirable. He may give the 


command for instruction purposes or other- 
wise, and whenever given, the soldier ex- 
ecuting the manual should comply with the 
command. 


(2) Parade Rest is considered a part of the 
Manual and comes under that heading in the 
Infantry Drill Regulations. If the manual is 
being executed ‘‘by the numbers,’’ the move 
ment of Parade Rest does not break the num- 
bers. 

(3) The command ‘‘Load’’ may be given 
from any position of the piece, the same con- 
dition applying to this as to Inspection Arms. 


All of the above interpretations conform 
to the present practice at the U.S. Military 
Academy. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL. 


Rear Admiral H. F. Huse, on relief from 
duty in command of U.S. Naval Forces in 
European waters, returned to the U.S. on the 
8.8. Aquitania and asks reimbursement for 
travel expenses and cost of transportation. 
The Comptroller General decides that as the 
orders issued by the Secretary of the Navy 
did not specify how the travel should be per- 
formed and did not express emergency in car- 
rying them out, they came under the provisions 
of the act of March 2, 19097, and available 
Government transport should have been used. 
The officer, under the circumstances, was not 
competent to issue orders to himself to travel 
by tay liner. Reimbursement is re- 
used. 


OPINION OF JUDGE ADVOCATE 
GENERAL, U.S.N. 


Undesirable Discharge Not a Punishment. 

The Judge Advocate General of the Navy 
says: The words ‘‘punishment for an offense’’ 
refer to discharges granted pursuant to court- 
martial sentences. An undesirable discharge 
as now issued cannot be construed to be ‘‘by 
way of punishment for an offense.’’ An un- 
desirable discharge issued to a minor who 
fraudulently enlisted in the Navy and who is 
discharged at his own request if such dis- 
charge is issued on the specific ground that his 
enlistment was fraudulent is not a discharge 
‘*by way of punishment for an offense.’’

The Association also takes great ple#€ure in publishing the follow- 
ing remarkable article on “Thrift,” written by one of the leading financial 
authorities in the country, Mr. S. W. Straus, President of the American 


Society for Thrift.

It is well to understand that the mere saving of 
money is not the sum total of thrift. Thisis a point 
that frequently isnot given sufficient attention. 
Too often thrift is considered synonymous with 
tight-fistedness. 

If it were true that thrift consisted merely of a 
narrow-minded process of hoarding, this country 
would never have attained its present exalted 
place because most of our national leaders have 
been successful primarily through thrift. 

THRIFT OUTLINED 

Thrift is no more the manifestation of selfish- 
ness and small mindedness than is success itself. 
Thrift does away with waste. It is careful planning 
and wise spending. It is efficiency and progress. 
Washington once advised a friend that “it is not 
the lowest priced goods that are always the cheap- 
est.” And in this advice he reflected one of the 
great truths of thrift. Spend money savingly. 
Save money sensibly. 

We have had too much one-sided teaching on 
this subject. Too much emphasis has been placed 


on the word “save” and not enough on the word 
“thrift” in its broad, progressive sense. 

Let us understand more fully that it is essential 
to save with prudence. It is also just as necessary 
from the standpoint of progress that we learn how 
to spend wisely, and achieve success through the 
exercise of good judgmentand rightful transactions. 

SAVING NECESSARY 

It would not be possible to extol too highly the 
simple virtue of saving. Since the dawn of human 
progress, it has been one of the most necessary of 
all personal practices. Everyencouragement should 
be given to those who are saving. But the good 
work should not stop there. It is sometimes the 
better part of thrift to spend a dollar than to save it; 
and more economical to purchase an article for 
$10 than for $5. The right kind of spending keeps 
business going, creates demand for labor, builds 
up our cities and offers incentive and reward for 
enterprise and proficiency. 

Unless we understand and practice all of these 
things we do not comprehend thrift. 


The Association cordially invites the attention of its 90,000 Service 
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and ex-Service members to the above article by Mr. Straus as being a 
lesson applicable to each and every one of us. It gives us a general 
remedy for our national weakness, the Lack of Thrift—that makes us 
waste our money on unnecessary things, or spend it foolishly for things 
“just as good.”
